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Your City’s Business 


By Charles P. Burgess 


Skipping for a few weeks (until 
last. year’s earnings figures are 
available) the subject of water rates, 
we come to point 7 of the City 
Council's 14-project program. This 
is the provision of an adequate 
street lighting system for all parts 
of the city. Actually, the city gov- 
ernment has no direct control over 
the street lights. The city is includ- 
ed in the Menlo Park Lighting Dis- 
trict, whose governing body is the 
Board of Supervisors of San Mateo 
County. The recommendations of 
the City Council, however, are usu- 
ally accepted with regard to matters 
inside the city limits. The Council 
has requested that a survey of 
street lights in the city limits be 
made, with the object of providing 
adequate illumination for those 
streets not now up to standard. 


Another study which is to be} 
made in connection with the sur- } 
vey, is the feasibility of the City 
taking over the street lights from 
the District. At present there is a/| 
tax rate ef about 25 cents per $100 


of assessed valuation levied against 
all property in the Lighting District 
for its support. The property inside 
our City limits accounts for about | 
half of the assessed valuation of 
the District, so that is the cost of 
operating the lighting inside the| 
City is less than half of the total | 
cost of operating the District, our 
tax payers will save money by the | 
City assuming control. No con- 
clusions can be reached, however, | 
until the facts are determined. The | 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company, | 
now the actual operator of the sys-| 
tem, would continue so under City | 
control, so that no change in over- 
all operating cost would be caused | 
by the transfer.
